Revs.  John  Pennington,  of  Ohio,  and  T.  C.  Hodgin, 
of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  were  introduced  as  representa- 
tives from  The  Friend's  Church  Conference  at  Ports- 
mouth, Va. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  on  religious  exercise 
announced  that  Rev.  John  Pennington  preach  to-nighs 
at  8  o'clock. 

A  motion  prevailed  authorizing  the  President  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  nominate  a  committee  to  examine 
and  recommend  the  ministers  and  workers  who  are  en- 
titled to  a  certificate  of  endorsement  by  'the  N.  [C. 
Holiness  Convention.  ' 

The  following  were  appointed:  D.  A.  Futrall    J  T 
Kendall,  E.  L.  Parker. 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  ^again 
to-morrow  at  9.30  a.  m.  Dismissed  with  Prayer  by 
Rev.  John  Pennington. 


FRIDAY. 


The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment 
Opened  with  song.    Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  W.  Jernigan 
New  names  called  for  and  enrolled. 
The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved 
Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
was  called  for. 
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A  motion  prevailed  to  vote  upon  each  Section  separ- 
ately. 

The  Committee  submitted  their  report  v^hich  v^as 
readily  adopted  till  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  3  w^as  read.  It  provoked 
a  discussion  v^hich  was  freely  engaged  in  by  J.  H.  Pate, 
D.  A.  Futrell,  J.  T.  Kendall  and  others. 

The  hour  for  preaching  having  arrived  a  motion  to 
prolong  the  time  fifteen  minutes  prevailed. 

Discussion  continued.

The  Committee  of  Recommendation  was  granted 
power  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  any  minister  or  worker 
not  proving  himself  worthy.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  The  North  Carolina  Holiness 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  interdenominational. 

Sec.  3  It  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  endorsed  ministers  and  workers 
who  are  residents  in  the  State,  and  delegates  appointed  from  the  several 
Local  Conventions,  both  sexes  being  entitled  to  representation. 

Sec.  4  The  Officers  shall  be,  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  five  Trustees  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  seven. 

ART.  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  object  of  the  Convention  is  to  promote  and  conserve  the  doc- 
trine of  regeneration;  also  the  doctrine  of  Sanctification  as  a  second  work 
of  grace  subsequent  to  regeneration. 

Sec  2.  It  do  recommend  the  erection  of  Tabernacles  wherever  practi- 
cable. 

Sec  3.  The  property  shall  be  deeded  to  the  Local  Trustees  and  held  in 
trust  for  the  State  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  empower  its  ministers  to  organize  Local  Conventions. 

Sec  5.  It  do  recommend  that  a  fund  be  raised  for  Mission  Work  in  des- 
titute sections. 

Sec  6.  Also  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  needy  preachers  and  their  families 
and  the  general  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

Sec  7.  All  ministers  belonging  to  this  Convention  are  empowered  and 
requested  to  take  up  collections  for  these  funds  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer.  There  also  shall  be  a  collection  at  each  Annual  Convention, 
also  by  each  Local  Convention  and  brought  to  the  Annual  Convention  by 
the  delegates  or  sent  if  providentially  hindered. 

Sec  8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  disburse  these 
funds  to  the  aforesaid  uses. 

ART.  III. 

Sec  1.  The  State  Convention  shall  appoint  a  Committee  annually  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  recommend  proper  ministers  and  workers  for  the  State. 

Sec  2.  The  ministers  and  workers  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
of  endorsement  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  3.  The  recommended  ministers  and  workers  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Tabernacles  and  any  others  to  whom  the  Trustees  of  the 
Local  Convention  may  grant  them. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  This  Convention  shall  meet  annually,  place  and  time  to  be  designated 
by  the  previous  Convention. 

2.  The  majority  shall  rule. 

3.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  annually. 

4.  Committees  shall  be  appointed  when  necessary. 
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5.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Convention. 

6.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  when  present  and  cast  the 
decisive  vote  when  there  is  a  tie, 

7.  The  Vice-President  shall  act  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

8.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business  meetings  of  the 
Convention. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  and  disburse  the  same  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  report  to  them  when  re- 
quested and  to  the  Convention  annually. 

10.  The  Trustees  shall  receive  the  title  to  all  property  deeded  to  the 
State  Convention  and  convey  the  same  when  disposed  of. 

11.  The  general  rules  of  Parliamentary  usages  in  deliberative  bodies 
shall  be  observed.
